Joyce, 

This  is  a follow  up  to  my  previous  response  to  your  email  on  sample  retention.  I have  confirmed 
that  Regions  6,  8 and  9 have  directed  the  laboratories  utilized  on  the  Gold  King  Mine  Response 
to  retain  all  samples  submitted. 

The  bulk  of  the  samples  went  to  Test  America  Labs.  They  will  charge  $5. 00/sample/month  for 
storage  starting  30  days  after  the  final  report  is  issued.  At  this  time,  there  are  approximately  4000 
samples  (rough  estimate)  from  all  regions  at  Test  America.  The  first  invoice  would  come  out  at  the 
beginning  of  November.  Based  on  the  $5.00  per  sample  cost,  the  November  costs  would  probably  run 
around  $15,000  - $20,000  (estimate).  Also  any  additional  samples  that  go  past  30  days  from  reporting  will 
also  be  subject  to  the  fee.  Each  Region  will  be  billed  for  their  specific  samples. 


Based  on  the  current  number  of  samples,  here  is  an  estimate  for  each  region: 

Region  8:  Currently  1426  samples  X $5  = $7130.00  per  month 
Region  6:  1 197  samples  X $5  = $5985.00  per  month 
Region  9:  575  samples  X $5  = $2875.00  per  month 

Region  8 has  additionally  requested  that  samples  be  held  by  ESAT,  Green  Analytical  and 
Timberline  Aquatics.  ESAT,  Green  Analytical  and  Timberline  Aquatics  will  not  charge  for 
sample  retention.
